whom has been Corkwell's attending 
physician. 
The patient was examined 
at Hope hospital 
at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 


Insane from Injury. 


The physicians agreed that 
Cork- 
well is suffering from traumatic psy- 
chosis, which renders him temporarily 
of unsound mirid, but expressed the 
belief that he will ultimately recover 
his mental poise. 
Corkwell has besn 
exceedingly quiet during the day, and 
it has not been necessary to 
strap 
him to his bed at the hospital since 
Friday morning. 


During the past few days at Hope 
hospital the injured motorman has be- 
come violent at times and it has been 
necessary to place h;m under restraint 
His attending physicians believe his 
condition is such that he should be 
placed in an institution for the insane, 
where he can be treated, and to this 
end proceedings have been inaugurat- 
ed looking to the appointment of a 
sanity commission in the case. 


It was stated Friday by those famil- 
iar witli the matter that in all prob- 
ability inquest would be held within 
a day or two. 


Has Beecm* Violent. 


Corkwell's mental condition is be- 
lieved to be due to the injury to his 
head sustained in 
the 
wreck. 
For 
many days he lay In an unconscious 
condition at Hope hospital. 
With re- 
gained physical strength it was quick- 
ly apparent that Corkwell's mentality 
was 
clouded, 
and " this 
has 
been 
ascribed to the formation of a blood 
clot upon the brain as a result of the 
injury. 


Not until within the last few days 
has Corkwell manifested any indica- 
tions of violence, but at frequent in- 
tervals now it is necessary for attend- 
ants at the hospial to place him un- 
der restraint. 
He has not mentioned 
the disaster nor given any indication 
that he recalls what has happened, 
and physicians have not permitted ''him 
to be questioned upon the matter. 
Fol- 
lowing the violent attacks 
Corkwell 
will lapse into perfect quiet and re- 
main passive for some time. 
Occa- 
sionally he imagines he is sailing in a 
boat, and at '6ther times insists he is 
drivng a team at $3 a day. 


He Wanted to Fght. ^ 


Upon a tip from i'ort Wayne that 
Corkwell's condition was such that he 
was able to be removed from the hos- 
pital at almost any time. Sheriff Free- 
man Carlisle, of Wells county, drove to 
Fort Wayne in an automobile Friday 
morning. 
He was armed with neces- 
sary papers for Corkwell's arrest un- 
der the 
indictment returned 
against 
the motorman and Conductor Wilson 
by the Wells county grand jury, and 
expected 
to take 
Corkwell back 
to 
Biuffton under arrest pending his abil- 
ity to arrange for a bond^ 
. 


When 
Sheriff 
Carlisle visited 
the 
hospital, however, he quickly learned 
that Corkwell's mental condition made 
any step of that kind impossible. 
The 
officer went to Corkwell's room, and 
almost immediately'the 
patient 
ex- 
pressed a determination to fight him. 
Sheriff Carlisle learned while here of 
the steps in contemplation for a lunacy 
commission and returned home v.ith- 
out further action. 


Physicians are unable to foretell the 
,outcome of eW'rkwell's case, but they 
declare the man is mentally 
unbal- 
anced, and that he should be placed in 
an institution for treatment before it 
is required to face trial under the in- 
dictment 
that 
has 
been 
returned 
against him at Biuffton.

D. McCurdy, of the Curtiss team, 
his propeller snapped, his monoplane 
dug into the ground in front of the 
grand stand, turned turtle, and buried 
the aviator underneath.

RECIPES. 


Tomato Souffle. 


Scald and^kin a quart of tomatoes. 
Cut into bits, add one-half of a small 
onion and stew, uncovered, for half 
»n hour. 
Drain off the more liquid 
portion—it can be used for soups or 
Stews—and rub the thick pulp through 
a sieve. 
Return to the fire and cook 
slowly until it is very thick. 
Measure 
and" to each cupful allow three eggs. 
Season highly with salt and pepper, 
let stand until partly cooled, then add 
the beaten yolks. Whip the whites to 
a stiff dry froth, mix 
them 
lightly 
•with the tomato, turn into small cases, 
bake in a hot oven for ten minutes 
and send immediately to the table, as 
they quickly fall. 


Marlborough Pie. 


To one pint of freshly made 
hot 
apple sauce add one tablespoonful of 
butter, stir until melted and mixed, 
then set away until cold. 
Add the 
yolks of three well beaten eggs, the 
«rated rind and strained juice of a 
lemon, one cupful of cream and one 
cupful of sugar. 
Line two deep pie 
plates wHh puff paste, fill with the 
mixture and bake half an hour in a 
quick oven.

Over 
the top pour one cupful of cream or 
rich milk and bake for one hour In a 
moderate oven.

Brown Hash. 


Free cold cooked 
beef 
or mutton

frying pan, adding sufficient stock— 
water must be used if 5'ou have no 
'stock—to 
moisten thoroughly.

For one pint of hash spread oyer the 
top one tablespoonful of sweet beef 
dripping or butter, cover closely and 
draw to one side for twenty minutes, 
where it will crust on the bottom with- 
out burning.

When cleaning the chickens for the 
Sunday dinner wash hearts and livers 
well. 
Peel back the tough iridescent 
membrane from the outside of each 
gizzard, cut off the piece of meat un- 
derneath and discard the rest.

these pieces with the hearts and livers, 
/i slice of onion, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a chopped stalk 
of celery into a pint of water and sim- 
mer until tender.

quarter section lost $393. 
In 1908 he 
lost $290 and in 1909 he lost |305. 
It 
Is only by denying himself all luxuries 
that the farmer has been able to make 
a fair living. The apparent loss shown 
is overcome by the farmer not hiring 
the labor, but getting the work done 
by bis children. 
The average farm 
boy of 4 years is considered a full- 
fledged field and stock hand." 


Commissioner Lane said: 
"We have 
heard much about Iowa farmers buy- 
ing automobiles. 
Is 
there 
a 
large 
number of them and does that show 
that the farmer has prospered?" 


Seme Have Automobiles. 


"W«ll," replied Mr. Wallace. "I do 
not know how many automobiles are 
owned by farmers, but 
undoubtedly 
there are a large number and the fact 
does show prosperity. 
The farmer has 
been able to buy them 
because 
he 
works his boys on the farm, instead 
of hiring labor. 
AndyCfie automobile 
is less of a luxury tcT^he farmer than 
to the city man. 
The tiller of the soil 
uses it in his business to advantage."

There was no mention of any other 
nominee for office, and not a reference 
to the tariff pr other issue save the 
question of conservation. 
The latter, 
while so obviously for the public good 
that one would imagine the people as 
unit would endorse it, had 
drawn 
the flre of powerful and wealthy or- 
ganizations that wèré seeking t o ^ x - 
ploit public property for private ag- 
grandizement, and the speaker 
con- 
tended . that, it was vital to the people 
of Fort 
Wayne from 
the fact 
that 
wherever the special interests 
have 
fixed their grip upon the natural re- 
sources there is a bill to pay. and in 
every Instanffe that bill is ultimately 
paid by the plain people. 


Was High in Favor. 
The audience quickly made it ap- 
parent that Mr. Pinchot was high in 
its favor. 
Attorney James B. Harper 
presided, and Judge O. N. Heaton, re- 
publican nominee for congress, spoke 
briefly before Mr. Pinchot was intro- 
duced. 
As the former forester arose 
to speak there waa applause long con- 
tinued. 
Mr. Pinchot was kept bowing 
his acknowledgments for some time, 
and finally was compelled to signal for 
silence in order that he could speak. 
In introducing the chief speaker of the 
evening, Mr. Harper had declared that 
the American people have come, in the 
consideration of political questions, to 
demand not onlj- prosperity, but pros- 
perity with greater rig'nteousness.

Mr. Pinchot is a disciple of the out- 
door life. 
He ,had spoken at Bluffton 
in

afternoon, 
having 
made

tedious zig-zag trip from Mishawaka, 
changing cars repeatedl5% and did not 
reach the Wells county capital until 
after 2 o'clock. 
He lamented the trol- 
ley and train rides with ill-smelling 
coaches, and 
longed 
for a 
40-horse 
power motor car to take him across 
the country. 


"I'm going to whisper something in 
the committee's ear the next time I 
come to Indiana," said Mr. Pinchot to 
members of his party. 
"Life is worth 
Jk'ing when a fellow is bowling over 
the country in a big. red car. 
But 
none of this trolley riding in mine. 
I 
would rather 
ride in a freight 
car. 
An out-door life for me." 


Mr. Pinchot's desire for an automo- 
bile ride 
was 
gratified at 
Bluffton 
through the 
courtesy of 
Maj. L. C. 
Davenport, who brought the former 
chief forester to Fort Wayne in his big 
motor car, making the run of twenty- 
five miles in little more than an hour 
over the elegant road to the intense 
delight of the distinguished traveler. 
Mr. Pinchot spent the night

Anthony hotel, leaving this mornin^for 
Albion, where he delivered an after- 
noon address. 


When the Fight Started. 
"No 
other 
question 
before 
the 
American people/' 
said Mr. 
Pinchot, 
"is so simple, so straightforward, so 
plain and so profoundly democratic as 
this 
policy 
of conservation. 
While 
this generation has the right to use all 
it needs of the nation's natural re- 
sources. It has no right to waste them. 
It Is just as wrong for the people to 
squander the patrimony of the nation 
as for father and mother to squander 
the patrimony upon which the future 
welfare of their children depends. One 
would, assume that this were a propo- 
sition that the whole people would un- 
reservedly endorse. 
Yet when we be- 
gan to stop talking and do things, op- 
position developed. 
In every step tak- 
en we found that we had to beat the 
special interests before we could ac- 
comf>llsh anything. 
Every time a for- 
est -is burned, every time a large tract 
of woodland passes into the control of 
a greedy corporation, the people all 
over this country must pay the ad- 
vanced price for products made, pos- 
sible by this grab."

Senator Elihu Root Makes 
Striding Plea to New 
York Republicans. 


STIMSON'S DEFEAT 
WOULD MEAN THAT 


Seems to Be Holding the 
Colonel Up as a Bogey to 
Wall Street. 


New York. Oct, 29.—^Utterlngf a co- 
vert warning that a democratic vic- 
tory fn New York would be taken as 
a répudiation of the Taft administra- 
tion and the tuminsr of the republican 
party to Roosevelt or a still mdre radi- 
cal caq^idate in 1912, Unitda States 
Senator Elihu Root delivered a apeech 
at the Manhattan 
Casino laat 
night. 
The speech was considered sensational 
In more respects than one, being a plea 
to republicans not to desert the re- 
publican party now that Taft might 
be the leader in 1912. He said 


"If Mr. Taft continues to make as 
good a president as he Is making now 
he will be the natural and inevitable 
candidate of his party in 1Í1Í unlesn 
one thing happens—that the people of 
the United States shall repudiate the 
administration of Mr. Taít by such a 
«rushing and overwhelming defeat of 
tola party this November that It will 
be apparent that Mr, Taft cannot be 
re-elected." 


Warns Roosevelt's Foes. 
Mr. Root addressed himself particu- 
larly to those republicans who might 
stand willing to vote against the re- 
publican gubernatorial candidate for 
the sake of rebuking Theodore Roose- 
velt. 
• Contrary to some expectations. Sena- 
tor Root brought no direct pledge from 
Colonel Roosevelt regarding his atti- 
tude toward the nomination in 1912. 


A good many republicans at this 
time," said Senator Root, "seem dis- 
posed to ignore all the grave and sub- 
stantial Issues which are before the 
people of this state and to vote at the 
coming election upon no issue what 
ever but simply as an expression of 
feeling against Mr. Roosevelt, whose 
course regarding national affairs they 
disapprove for one reason or another 
and whom they desire to punish by 
defeating the party to which they be- 
long, in which they believe, and which 
they have long loyallj' supported, be- 
cause- he holds a distinguished and po- 
tent place in the councils and activi- 
ties of the party.

Increase of Approximately 
5 Per Cent;^ Puts Wages 
Highest in State. 


Motormen and conductors on Fort 
Wayne city street railway lines will 
receive beginning January 1 a wage 
advance of 1 cent per hour, or ap- 
proximately 5 per cent, in accordance 
with an announcement made Monday 
by the Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley 
Traction company. 


This wllf make the wage scale range 
from 19c to Mc per hour, governed by 
the term of service, as against the 18c 
to 22c scale now In effect, and officials 
of the company 
say 
the 
advance 
means an additional outlay of $10,000 
a year. 
More than one hundred and 
fifty men are affected by the raise, and 
the new scale, it is said, will give the 
Fort Wayne car men the hlgh'est w a g p 
paid on any city street railway line In 
Indiana. 


WoulcT Have Come, Anyway. 


On October 18 the motormen 
and 
conductors on the Fort Wayne city 
lines presented a request to the com- 
pany for an advance in wages that 
would have started 
the 
scale at 
cents an hour, with a maximum of 26 
cents, together with some changes m 
working hours to obviate 
what 
are 
known as the "swing runs." 


The bulletin Issued by General Man- 
ager Emmons announcing the wage 
advance sets forth that the advance is 
made voluntarily by the company and 
would have been given on January 1 
next, even had the recent petition not 
been presented. 


There Is no mention In the bulletin 
of change In the working hours, but 
under the new rule the requirement 
for a deposit of $20 each by the car 
men as a guaranty of the proper re- 
turn of company property will be re- 
moved. 
The bulletin also calls atten- 
tion to the fact that since 1903 the 
company has given six advances In 
wages, which at that time ranged from 
l i e to 17c an hour. 


The Official Bulletin. 
The official bulletin setting forth the 
wage advance is as follows: 


General Notice—Fort Wayne 
City 
Division—^Beginning January let, 1911, 
the rate of wages on the Fort Wayr^e 
city division for motormen and con- 
ductors will be as follows: 


"19c per hour for first year's service. 
"20c per hour for second year's serv- 
ice. 


"21c per hour for third year's service. 
21e per hour for fourth year's, serv- 
ice. 


22c per hour for fifth year's sen-ice 
and thereafter. 


Beginning 
November 1st the 
re- 
quirements of making a $20.00 deposit 
will 
be 
discontinued- 
Conductors, 
however, will be required to purchase 
their requirements of tickets, as here- 
tofore. 
Present deposits Will be re- 
turned with the November 10th pay- 
roll checks. 


"We beg to state that this Increase 
of approximately 5 per cent is made 
voluntarily and woiild have been given 
on January 1st, 1911, even had your 
petition of October 18th not been pre- 
sented. 


I t is but the faith of our directors 
that the future will show an increase 
in business In Port Wayne city th^t 
Justifies any Increase In wages at this 
time whioh has had its many additional 
burdens of 
expenditures 
for 
street 
paving, track elevation and other ex- 
traordinary exjpenses. 


"We beg to call attention 
to the 
fact that In 1808, when the Fort Wayne 
and Wabash Valley Traction company 
took over the Fort Wayne 
Traction 
companj', the wages were from 14c to 
17c. The proposed wfages adds 5c per 
hour or aii|>roximatelV 80 per cent, to 
the wages then given, and this is the 
sixth raise of wages since that time.

Ex-Forester Lays Down His 
Platform—Credit Given 
to the Democrats.

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 28.—Glfford Pln- 
Cho^ former head of the United States 
bureau of forestry delivered an 
ad- 
dress this adiernoon at a luncheon giv- 
en by the Detroit board of commerce. 
As originally planned the address was 
to have been given at a banquet this 
evening, but changes in Mr. Plnchot's 
itinerary necessitated his early depar- 
ture for Indianapolis and the luncheon 
was substituted for the banquet. 


Mr. Pinchot's Speech. 
Mr. Pinchot spoke In part as follows: 
Since early In June I have been trav- 
eling almost continuously, and have had 
a fair chance to come in contact with^ 
and estimate public sentiment in all the 
great divisions of our country. 
Using 
the information thus secured from con- 
tact with men of many occupations and 
varieties of political belief in many lo- 
calities, I have tried to write down an 
estimate 
of the composite opinion of 
the voters of all parties in the east, the 
south, 
the Mississippi valley, and 
the 
Pacific coast on certain 
public 
ques- 
tions. 
What I have written makes no 
pretense to be complete. 
And the taek 
It 
not 
without 
difficulty. 
Opinions 
fiercely held in some part.i( of the coun- 
try. In others have not ^ e t risen to the 
surface as public Issues'. 
The undei'lylng 
- fact, as I found 
it 
everywhere, was 
deep-seated 
powerful 
indignation 
over 
the inequality 
of 
opportunity 
every- 
where known to exist, and the firm de- 
termination to put an end to it some- 
how, and that soon. 


Voice of the People. 
If we could hear the voice of all the 
people 
upon some current 
Issues, it 
would, I think, declare Itself in substance 
as follows: 


I believe the 
people should 
directly 
nominate, elect, control, and recall their 
own 
legislative 
representatives. 


I 
believe 
in 
publicity 
of 
campaign 
contributions and «xpenses both 
before 
and after election, and in strictly limit 
ing by 
law 
the 
amount

spent and the manner of spending it. 


I believe 
that 
It should be 
unlawful 
for any lawmaker or other public ser 
vant to be employed 
by or to 
receive 
compensation 
from 
any 
interstate 
or 
public 
service 
corporation,

to office to be an officer in any political 
party or oi-ganijiation. or to attend

I believe it should be unlawful for any

I believe that the most pressing patri-

is necessary to that end. 


I belic^ve that corporations have

tain riKhts that should be respected, but 
they have no political rights, powers, or 
auties, and they should have no repre- 
sentatives in congress, in the cabinet, or 
on the bench. 


I .helicve 
that 
the 
special 
interests 
through 
their 
control 
of 
politics 
and 
business, 
and 
principally 
by 
means 
of 
the tariff, are mainly responsible for the 
exorl)itant cost of living. 


Whack at Taft. 
I 
believe 
that

Payne-Aldrlch

according to the orders of tlveir masters 
and that whcn*"congress and the presi- 
dent onacted and approved it, over the

The heavy deniand for car« which 
generally confronts the railroads 
at 
this time of year, when the new crops 
of grin commence to move and which 
every year for the past few years has 
caused a big snortage In cars in this 
territory, seriously crippling mills, ele 
vators and business houses In general 
in moving their commodities is not be 
ing experienced this year and plenty of 
dkrs are available according to those 
In a position to know. 


The light demand that Is being felt 
for cars is in a large part laid at the 
door of the farmer«, who are shipping 
very little 
grain 
compared to 
what 
they have been averaging the past few 
year». 
The high prices that they have 
beef! receiving 
for their 
grain 
has 
caused them to look for such prices aP 
the time and the slunip in the grain 
market is not to their liking. 
This 
has resulted in the majority of. them 
holding onto the greater part of their 
grain in the hopes of better prices, and 
the grain that Is moving Is for the 
most part only what the farmer feelis 
compelled to sell to get money to meet 
hts expenses.

the United Sates.

Virginia is iiald to have ISsued grant 
just after the revolutionary war to the 
unsurveyed and llttlè known lands in 
what Is now easteri} Kentucky great 
est confüslótl has resulted as to the 
true owherehijp of land In the twent

counties 
of 
that 
common 
wealth. 


Kentucky Adds to Confusion. 


To add to this confusion, It is said 
Kentucky did little better |thán 
the 
mothèr ¿fate, "Virginia, in the first yeats 
of her history. 
Aa a result, additional 
blanket" grants, made 
by thé 
new 
state, aré now challenged. 


In 
about 2,500,000 acres ot land 
are said to lie under the dolibtful title 
of these "bláhket" grants. 
Ot this 
ambtiht 
thé 
eastern 
Kentucky 
coal 
land corporation, of which C.. B. HHl 
house is 
accredited 
with being 
the 
chief stock owner, claims title to half 
a million acres. 


On the other hand 800,000 cltlzehs of 
the state of Kentucky have entered

Claimants

blanket" grants call them "squatters. 
The attorney general of the common 
wealth of Kentucky has appeared in

Have Long Paid Taxes. 
They have for years the attorney has 
said ill a brief, filed with the court 
paid taxes on the land, while a search 
of the records.

assistant to the attorney general of 
Kansas, and J. H. White, traffic man- 
ager of a Kansas City dry goods house.

"I don't believe the carrier should 
be trodden down," said Gov. Stubbs, 
"but he should be made to show to the 
commission what he has imitested. He 
should have a liberal return on his

investment, but 
he ought 
to 
bring in his books and show just what 
he owns. 


"The people are a good deal to blame 
for the present conditions. 
They have 
allowed the conditions to grow up and 
many persons have bought stocks and 
bonds of railroads on the abnormal re- 
turns. 
And all the while the carriers 
have taken millions and millions out 
of the returns to build expensive struc- 
tures and then the next year 
have 
capitalized'^the structures and expect 
to pay dividends on the Increased cap- 
itallKation.

Its Origin in Events 
Sixty Years Ago. 


Springfield, ill., Oct. 28.—In deciding 
today on the demurrer of the Illinois 
Central Railroad company to the suit 
of the state of Illinois to collect back 
taxes from the railroad the supreme 
court ruled in favor of the state on all 
but one point. 
The court holds that 
the charter agreement of 1851, under 
which the railroad was to pay the state 
6 per cent of its gross earnings, Is 
contract and that the 5 per cent is not 
a tax in the legal sense. 
The court 
holds 
that 
the 
interstate 
Commerce 
business of the road as well as income 
from express 
business 
ot 
chartered 
lines form the principal on which the 
0 per cent shall be paid to the state. 


Where the Stato Loses. 


In the matter of back taxes the court 
iiolds against tho state, which sought 
to recover its percentage since 187 
On this point the court-says that gov 
ernors previous to Deneen accepted the 
accounts of the railroads and the pay 
ments made by the road without ques 
tlon and that therefore accounts prior 
to 1905 are outlawed. 
Under this ru| 
iing the $15,000,000 
which 
the 
State 
sought from the Illinois Central dwln 
'dies, 
roughly 
estimated, 
to 
about 
$1,000,000. 


From 1905 the couri lays down the 
rule for accounting by which the itate, 
it is estimated, will receive $2,000,000 
revenue annually fi-om the road, in 
stead of $1,000,000 or less as at present 
Suit Long Age Filed. 


The .suit v.as filed by the attbrnej'^ 
general early in 1907, following a mes ^ 
sage of Governor Deneen to the legig 
lature in which it was asserted thut 
the railroad had so manipulated Its ac 
fouhts to credit millions of its earn 
ings to lines not chartered in Illinois 
and hence not subject to the 7 per 
cent. tax. 
An appropriation was made 
by the legislature to defray the ex 
penses 
of an 
accounting. 
This ac 
counting swelled 
the amoiftit 
which 
the governor had estimated to be due 
tho state from $.5,000,000 to $15,000,000 


History Dates Back to 1851, 


The history of the suit really dates 
back to 1851, when the state granted 
a special charter to the road, which 
provided—in consideration of a land 
grant of 2,500,000 acres—that the com 
pany should pay annually 5 per cent 
of its gross receipts, plus a property 
tax of three-fourths of 1 per 
cent 
which should at least be equal to 
per cent, of the gross earnings on the 
mileage in Illinois. 
It is alleged that 
the railroad has not only construed the 
7 per cent, provision as a maximum 
instead of minimum, but has failed to 
give the state 
a 
proper accounting 
since 1877 and co arranged Its rates 
as to place an undue proportion of Its 
earnings on the lines outside of Illi- 
nois. 
The total amount said to have 
been hidden in this fashion Is placed 
at $214,000,000, 7 per cent, of which Is 
$15,000.000. 


State Wins Over Demurrer. 


When the state filed Its bill in the 
LaSelle court three 
years 
ago the 
railroad entered a demerrer, and also 
demurred to 
an 
amended 
bill filed 
later by the state. 
The circuit court 
sustained the demurrers. Issuing a de- 
cree dismissing the complaint. 
From 
this decree the state appealed and to- 
day's decision Indicates that the su- 
preme court finds the complaint sufil- 
oiently tenable on its face to warrant 
a trial on its merits 
The remanding 
of the case means a trial on the evi- 
dence.

two oils are used for massaging the

On such basis either of thé two oils 
should most rapidly flll out hollows in 
the neck and round throaits which have 
become stringy.

works 
of 
healing. 
Jesus' loving heart would no' 
permit him to send them away hungry 
to their far-away homes, and so he 
fed them through his word and touch 
of power; the five loaves and two fishes 
were enough and to spare. 


Let us take that scene for a back- 
ground for the more wonderful occa- 
sion by which the w-hole world has been 
fed in soul life,

The Supper in the Upper Room. 


The feeding of the multitude with 
tile five loaves and two fishes was on 
the grassy plain of Bethsaida. 
The 
supper instituted for the world was in 
an upper room of a house in Jerusalem. 
It was probably in the house of Mary, 
the mother of Mark, who wrote the 
second Gospel. 
Later, it was in that 
same room w^here the disciples of Jesus 
waited 
for 
the 
descent of the Koly 
Spirit after .Tesus 
had 
ascended 
to 
heaven. 
Not having: a place of hia 
own. it was 
necessary 
that 
Jesus 
should 
sometimes 
ask favors of his 
I friends. 
At the time of the Passover 
the disciples asked him: 
"Where wilt 
thou that we make ready for thee to 
eat the Passover?" 
And he sent Pete 
and John to find a place. 
Jesus had in 
his thoug-ht the very place he wanted— 
the upper room, the room on the roof- 
in the house of Mary, mother of Mark. 
And he directed Peter and John where 
to find the place. 
He said: 
"Go into 
the city (Jerusalem); 
there ye shall 
meet a man bearing a pitcher (jar) of 
water; follow him into the house where 
he goeth." 
To bear water in a jar on 
the head was peculiarly the work 'of 
women. 
It was an unheard-of 
thin; 
for a man to be doing it, so that Pete?

Jesus told them the very words thej' 
should speak to him:

Yesterday I burled a man sixty-six 
years of age, who died a drunkard. 


Old settlers of this village have told 
me of the exemplary life of this man 
in his younger d5Vs.

More than all this, he fought in the 
war for the preservation of the union, 
and served In man> an 
engagement 
with the^ enemy.

Of ftatfsties^ obiatned jobs; pulled off 
thjr co»ts and 
to work.

six hundieiiV- and 
seventy-one 
other 
persons a l l i e d 
for jobs, but 
there 
either were no sattisfactory places wait- 
ing or the applicants could not fill the 
vacancies. 
Scores, however, continued 
to wait for something to turn up. They 
were out of -wwrK, there 
were 
jobs 
waiting, but the jobs did not appeal to 
the jobless. 
During the year the em- 
ployment agency had 470 jobs waiting 
to be taken, but they waited in vain. 


The chief of the bureau of statistics, 
J. L. Peetz, who is largely responsible 
for the passage of the act of 1909 
which created the free 
employment 
agency, la gratified at the close of the 
year, not only because so many per- 
sons obtained employment through the 
agency, but because there was a saving 
to the 5,058 persons who registered 
for employment of approximately Ç1.3,- 
270.50. 
It would have cost the 2.387 
|/- 
persons 
wljo 
^obtained 
employment | 
through the agency $11.935 registration 
fees if they had registered in a private 
agency. Those who registered and die 
not receive work would have paid the 
private 
agencies 
approximately 
.$1,- 
335.50. 
^ 


The expense of maintaining tlie free 
employment agency lias been paid out 
of a fund;derived from fees collected 
of privatfe^gencies for licenses and the 
office expense fund of the bureau. ;M.r. 
Peetz believes, -svith a moderate appro- 
priation, sufficient advertising could be 
done to place all those needing help in 
touch with those out of employment. 
Forecasts Net Saving. 
He believes further that a net sav- 
ing would result in view of the fact 
that the call for charity upon town- 
ship trustees and charitable 
institu- 
tions would be materially lessened. 


The extension of the influence and 
usefulness of the department beyond 
the borders of Indianapolis and Marion 
county is the next step to be taken, 
accordinsf to Mr. Feet;;. 
The records 
of the bureau havp. been placed in more 
than two" score of Indiana counties. 


The .present, policy of the 
bureau 
contemplates 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
closest relations^; between the employ- 
ers of labor, of whatever kind, through- 
out the state and the state agency. 
An unbroken chain connecting the man 
out of work with the man who has 
work to be done and must employ oth- 
ers to do it is the ultimate goal of the 
agency administration as now consti- 
tuted. 


Mr. Peetz believes tke state agency 
can become one of the most effective 
and useful clearing hou.«es for the la- 
boring man's product—his labor—pos- 
sible anywhere, because of the favor- 
able location of the state capital and 
the transportation facilities 
available 
to all parts^of the state. 


In disQUSSipg the year's work of the 
bureau yesterday, after the annual re- 
port had been compiled, 
Mr. 
Peetz 
said: 


"Although confidently expected from 
the beginning that the good resulting 
from this institution would be 
far- 
reaching and potent, it has far exceed- 
ed all anticipations. 
It was hoped that 
as many as seventy-five or 100 appli- 
cants for employment might be regis- 
tered each month, and at least half 
that number located. In October. 1909, 
more than 500 were registered, and em- 
ployment was found for more than 200. 


"Since its establishment the bureau 
has found employment for an average 
of 199 persons a. month, and the only 
charge made to the applicant for work 
'has been suflflcient postage for neces- 
sary 
rarrespondence, 
as is allowed bj' 
the la.4r, which usually amounts to from 
two to five cents. 
HoweT-er, 416, or 
about one-half of those for whom we 
obtained employment during the winter 
months, did not have the money to 
pay even the small amount of postage. 


"These persons probably would have 
been compelled either to starve, beg on 
the streets, become wards of charitable 
Institutions or possibly steal to pro- 
vide bread for starving ones at home. 
The fact that during tne winter months 
one-half oi the applicants for whom 
employment was obtained by the bu- 
reau were entirely destitute 
demon- 
•trates the juseftilness of and the ne- 
cessity for this bureau. 


"No disdrimination was made against 
those who were unable to pay the small 
fee of two cents for postage to the bu- 
reau, but, instead, every possible effort 
was made to get work for them as 
«oon as possible.' 


"True ciharity Voes not consist in 
Kiving a dollar t o ^ e able-bodied per- 
son who needs a d^Iar, but, instead, it 
»ives him an opportunity to earn the 
dollar.

new holders 
of the 
world's 
balloon 
championship, showed little ill effect 
today from the thrilling 
experiences 
which have been theirs since they left 
St. Louis nine days ago in the America 
II. 
They were fatigued, but the trip 
had been thoroughly worth while, they 
said. 


"Tell our «friends that we are well 
and very 
happy,"» was 
the 
message 
which they sent" from their rooms in 
the hotel. 


The'two aeronauts reached here at 
10 o'clock last night and retired short- 
ly before midnight as soon after their 
arrival as they could get away from» 
the 
welcoming 
and 
congratulating 
citizens. 
They had driven forty miles 
over rough country from St. Ambrolse 
since the early 
afternoon and 
were 
"tired to the bone" as one of them ex- 
pressed it. 


Flood of Messages. 


A flood of messages from the United 
States which awaited them on their 
arrival, went unanswered and for the 
most part unread, until morning. Their 
night's i-est was bound to be brief for 
their train over the Quebec & Lake 
St. John was scheduled to leave at 7:30 
o'clock this morning. 


Both air men agreed that the meTst 
welcome sight in all Chicoutimi on 
their arrival was the bath tub in their 
rooms at the hotel. 
And every one-of 
the last nine days had been spent ar- 
duously. 
Four of the nights had been

Their balloon America II is still at 
Lake Du Banc de Sable, this being the 
title of the township where they land- 
ed.

is decided is only

gress about 35 miles an hour. 


Leaving here this morning Messrs. 
Hawley and Post 
will reach 
Quebec 
shortly before 6 o'clock thi.«? evening. 


Mr. Post's 
Narrative. 
Mr. Post gives an interesting ac- 
count of their journey, their landing 
and hard trip to civilization. 


"We had a beautiful trip." said Mr. 
Post. 
"We crossed Lake Michigan and 
Lake Huro.i 
and 
followed 
what I 
slionld judge to be the route çf the 
proposed Georgian Bay canal and if 
you ask me. there is water enough in 
that section, of the country, not only ,o 
fill the canal, but to float all the ships 
of the world. 


"Then we crossed the Ottawa and 
floated 
over the forests of Northern 
Quebec, passing 
over 
innumerâble 
lakes and^Tivers. 
The. country below 
us always was'densely wooded. 
Final- 
ly on Wednesday morning we found 
that we were north of the Lake St. 
John and going 
well, 
and we had 
hopes that we v.-ould be able to con- 
tinue the trip until fe struck the La- 
brador coast. 


"Unfortunately, about 
o'clock' on 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
the 
19th. 
a 
storm came up and it became neces- 
sary to make a landing. 
We picked 
out a mountain and came down upon 
it and made an easy landing on the 
mountain side at an elevation of about 
1,500 feet. 


"This was at 3:45 p. m. It was near 
nightfall and we knew that we were 
a considerable distance from any set- 
tlement, so we decided to pass 
the 
night in the basket of the balloon. 


. Start for Civilization. 
"The n'est morning we started for 
civilization, heading' south. 
We had 
three days of strenuous exercise, with 
no more to eat than 
was 
absolutely 
necessary, as we had-to carry all our 
food as well as the blankets to cover 
us at night. 
And we . needed 
those 
blankets badly, for we had "two snow j 
storms on^ the waj".

"Oh the fourth day we found the | 
camp oè Jack Matthias, a trapper, but 
hè was away from home. 
We^ how- 
ever, stayed tHêre and enjoyed the hos- 
pitality'of his hut for J day of much 
needed rest. 
Then fôur Frènch Gaa- 
adian trappers turned >up 
and like good 
fellows, brought us out by canoe to 
St. Ambroise, where we arrived 
this 
afternoon.

"As near as we can figure our land- 
ing place was about 58 miles north of 
Ghicoutimi. 
There is rather a large 
lake near where we landed. Lake Pis- 
cocama, and we lànded between 5 and 
8 iniies north. Two smaller lakes were 
also passed by us as we made our 
way through the woods. 
The country 
there is xery rough and our travel was 
necessarily Slow and arduous in the 
extreme, as there were no trails we 
could follow.

"The bush was very^ dense and we 
had a hard time 
fighting 
our 
way 
through, but did not suf^ler ai^y very 
severe hardship!"

we waded through streams of ice cold 
water. 
So cold was the weather that 
at times our clothing was frozen 'o 
our bodies. When we came across the 
trappers the fourth day we could have 
cried for Joy. We w^re about 'all in.'"

When the daring aviator 
returned 
yesteHay 
in 
spectacular 
atyie from Middle Island Village, L, L, 
fifty-five 
miles from Belmont park, 
where he landed safèly tlie night be- 
fore, he brought back the record of 
8,471 feet for altitude. 
The return of 
Johnstone was a. notable event in the 
history of the meeting. % 


Aviation wèek at Belmont park has 
now reached its great focal point in 
the race for the Coupe International 
D'Aviation, which opened this morn- 
ing at 8:30 o'clock and extended to 3 
o'clock this afternoon. 
Three nations, 
England, France and America, took 
part in this, the one classic event in 
the -world of aviation. 
The aviators 
competing were Brookins, Drexel and 
Hamilton. 


Johnston* is Sighted. 
It was just 2:50 o'clock when those 
who had been watching with glasses 
the men flying over the field suddenly 
discovered a little blaick spot in the 
eastern sky that seemed to be grow- 
ing steadily larger. 
Almost instantly 
the cry went up, "Johnstone is re- 
turning," and a cheer creeted the of- 
ficial announcement which 
soon fol- 
lowed. 


All Interest at once settled on John- 
stone, who was fighting his way back 
to thè park against head winds' that 
made his progress 
so slow that at 
times he seemed to be stationary. He 
was flying at a height of about 3,000 
feet and began his descent while still 
some distance from the grounds. 
As 
he neared 
the inclosure 
he would 
drop 300 to 400 feet at a time, and at 
last drove his machine over the field 
nearl3' fifty feet from the turf. 


Cheers, for Aviator. 
Despite the noisy demonstration of 
the grand stand Johnstone modestly 
steered for the Wright tents and land- 
ed on the far side of the field. This 
was not at all in keeping with the de- 
sire of the spectators, and a shout went 
Up for the American champion of alti- 
tude to show himself before the grand 
stand. 
Messengers 
were 
dispatched 
across the ifeld and the young Wright 
flier was forced to re-enter his ma- 
chine from which an America^ flag 
was attached and fly across the home 
stretch and ||ot only land, but alight 
before the grand stand and bow an ac- 
knowledgment of the most tremendous 
outburst of cheers and applause th.nt 
had yet marked the achievement of 
any of the bird men since the tourna- 
ment began. 


When the applause died down and 
Johnstone prepared to return to the 
Wright tents he called upon the com.- 
mitteemen. who had rushed out of the 
track to congratulate him, to render 
assistance 
in 
starting 
his machine. 
M^psrs. McCoy and- Blair volunteered 
their services in giving the propellers 
the 
needed 
preliminary 
whirl 
and 
quickly stepped back when they had 
accomplished 
that 
task. 
Johnstone 
had not yet taken his seat and the big 
biplane was about to run away when 
he cried out: 
"Hold her. hold her." 


Committee to Rescue.^ 
The whole committee rushed to the 
rescue, but displayed a most woeful 
lack of knowledge as to just what to 
take hold of. 
Two or three of them 
finally got a good grip on various parts 
of the mechanism, and when John- 
stone was s^ady for flight they show- 
ed an alacrity and agility in letting go 
and getting out of the way that won 
for them no little applause and laugh- 
ter. 


But 
the 
30.000 
persons 
on 
the 
grounds, the greatest 
nuniber since 
the meeting opened, had not neglected 
Johnstone's young rival, Hoxsey. 
It 
was in the morning hours that Hoxsey 
had returned in flight from Brent- 
wood. where he had landed the night 
before. 


"It 
was 
just 
like 
shooting 
the 
chutes." said Johnstone. 
"First I'd 
take a header, with the power ofi. 
and'when the wind began to carry me 
out of control I'd point up a bit, get 
a little headway, run level for a hun- 
dred yards, then dip again. 
I wasn't 
much scared till I got down to earth 
and saw what a gale there was. Then 
I was frightened for fair. 
The only 
spot I could find to land in was a lit- 
tle patch not three times bigger across 
than the stretch of my wings from tip 
to tip. 
While I was tossing pennies 
With myself the wind turned me clean 
sèbund and landed me front end back- 
ward, but that was just what saved 
me.

Both Hoxsey and his machine were 
in good trim, despite their experience 
in the high winds, and when the bomb 
burst at 1:30 o'clock Hoxsey was up 
again for another altitude race, an- 
other Wright filer, P. O. Parmalee, be- 
ing his only competitor. 


Almosf Outliif Siflht. 
This time Hoxsey was able to keep 
within view of the spectators, although 
at times If was all but impossible to 
find him without strong glasses. 
He 
rose in great circles, going so far 
westward at one time that It . seemed 
he surely must have a flight foi^the 
Statue of Liberty prixe In mind. Again 
he went almost out 
of 
sight north- 
ward, and later far eaatward. appar- 
ently trying to see what Brentwood 
might look like from lan aeroplane in 
the daytime. 


Bugle and bomb announced the close 
of the first hour ,in the contest, 
but 
Hoxsey ignored them. He had risen to 
about 6,000 feet durinv the hour, a ^ 
then detcended to about 4,000 feet, 
where he reinalned with little variation 
throughout the Second hour, cominir 
to earth only affer he had been i aloft 
continuously for two hours and seven- 
teen minutes.

WOMAN, slight of agure, young, delicate and 
patrician, one whose dusky Latin eyes are 
shadowed by the tragedies of her own country 
men and women and whose heart is torn by 
the hardships they endure, has come to New 
York city to teach 750,000 Italians how to live. 


She has left her beautiful home in Tuscany, the 
surroundings arid association at her childhood, she 
has given up family and friends in order to devote her 
future to the Italians who seek new life and fortune 
In the United States. 
' A great tesk, you say. A gigantic one for a woman 
to undertake single handed. 
A task which seems 
impoestble. 
But the Countess Lisi Cipriani has th« 
Indomitable courage of her ancestors who founded the 
city of Florence. 
She is endowed with a tenacity aud 
•nduraxK» Inherited from early Roman- warriors, and 
she fe«l8 tbat In spite of the odds against her she 
will bo able to accomplish much for her people. 


Tho Counteas Lisl Cipriani knows what the Italians 
raQuixtt. She has worked with them In this country. 
She has studied them in their native land. 
Particu- 
larly does she know the Southern Italian, who differs 
greatly from his Northern brother. 
And she thinks 
ahe ha« found a way to help him to become a better 
citizen and healthier and happier In Uiis great com- 
munity. 


The Italian peasant from sunny Southern Italy who 
comes to the United States to seek fortune and free- 
dom Is a mere child, pays the countess—a child unfit 
to tak® care of Itself without being taught—a child 
who does riot even know how to clothe itself prop- 
arly, nor how to nourish Its body, nor to make itself 
decently seW-sujiportlng In new environment until 
shown the way. 


rt is her purpose to point out this way, but she will 
not carry on the work alone after her plans have been 
approved, as most of them have been, by the Italian 
government, which is co-operating with her in her 
work. 
Notable Italian philanthropists and the lead- 
ing organizations of New York whose object is the up- 
lift of humanity are giving their hearty support to 
the Countess. 


It was at her home, in Bast Thirty-eighth street, tiiat 
Countess Lisi Cipriani talked of her plans and her 
people. She had just returned from her day's work in 
the hospital and tenement districts." She sat in an 
Did Italian carved chair, above which hung a picture 
of an Italian madonna, and quite simply she told how 
she had come to take up this tremendous philanthropic 
ind soclologic question. 


"There is so much for us to do and we have only 
begun," she. explained in a gentle and flexible Italian 
roice. The Countess has spoken English since shf» 
was a baby and at the age of seven she could read 
and write four languages, but English was always 
her favorite tongue. 


"Since January\ I have been conferring with many 
of the charitable organizations here and all have prom- 
ised to help us. We are to work with them, not In- 
dependently, but to co-operate In.their efiTorts along our 
line; to follow out as closely as possible their methods 
of helping the Immigrants. 
Of couisa theirs have 
been tried long and have been found practical and 
satisfactory, and it would be foolish to try to work in- 
dependently. 
But we shall devote all our energies to 
the Italians. 
There are about 750,000 of 
them 
now in New York city. 
One-fifth of its population. 
Think of it! Isn't that an extraordinary proportion? 
And isn't It reasonable to assume that your own work- 
ers among the Immigrants and the poor will be glad of 
our assistance, which means the as^stance, both 
financially and otherwise, of the Italian govemmenit?" 


The Italian government has given support to the 
Countess constantly, and so has the society she rep- 
resents, the "Segretariato Permanente Femminile per 
la Tutela dene Donne e del Fandulli Italiani all' Es- 
tero,** which means a society intrusted by the Italian 
government with the welfare of Italian women and 
children abroad. Countess CamozKl-Daniell Is its pres- 
ident. . She is one of the most highly esteemed noble- 
women of all Italy on account of her splendid chari- 
table work. 
Associated with her are some of the 
patricians of ]i^oTthem and Southern Italy—Coun- 
tesses, duchesses and princesses, who take time to 
think of and work for the less fortunate men, women 
and children of their own country. 


The Countess Lisi Cipriani chose this work herself. 
For sereral years she has watched the progress and^ 
derelopment of Italians here, sometimes coming her- 
self to the United States for long periods to carry 
on her investigations. She has received three degrees 
from the University of Chicago and has taught com- 
paratire literature 'there. While her university work 
was directed to the classics, her natural bent was 
toward sociology, and during her stay in Chicago she 
made an exhaustive study of the methods employed 
in its great soclologic centres. 
Afterward she^llved 
at Harltye House, in West Forty-Sixth street, de- 
voting her time to her own people. 


Whether they come from her native province, Tus- 
cany, from the north or from the south, the, Italians 
worship the Countess dprlanL JEEer name is beloved 
by every peasant whose ancestors bore the yoke of 
the oppressed. It was her father. Count Giuseppe 
Cipriani, a retired major general, who fought for them. 
Her uncle, Count Leconetto Cipriani, Governor of Bo- 
magna In 1858, helped to liberate his people^ and his 
name is adored from one end of the province to the 
other. 


The Countess refers to her fomlly history with the 
utmost simplkdty In her delightful book, "A Tuscan 
Childhood," which has bees published here in English. 


Thi Roman Origin. 


"Whatever; is known to me of this history of the 
Cipriani I have found out myself," she says. 
"The 
famous chr<«icles of the Malaspini mention the Cip- 
iiiani among the sixteen families who founded Flor- 
ence. FivA «f these families, incloding our own, y^^j-e 
all agnates and descended 
IMrtrician,. who, the chronicles

stibuld introduce some of the bêst features, of the Ital- 
ian téneinents, which I have studied thorougldy and. 
which I consider the best tenéments in thé world. 
T'hèse dwelling places will bç made the centre of 
social, intellectual and spiritual .improvement, the van- 
taige grotind from which to wage war op the danger- 
ous loafing on the streets and still more dangerous at- 
tractions of the saloon. Our Italian peapants are not 
uséd to the cold of the New York climate. They are 
not dvéssed for it and they do not know 1M>W to pro- 
tect themselves against it. Our work will be to show 
-them how important it is to be warmly clad. 
The 
first winter 1 spent here found me quite as ignorant 
as they. 
I did not underetaud about the severe cold 
ànd i wore slippers when it was below freezing point 
and was. very ill as a result of my ignorance. 
Our 
bureau will take up this point with the new immi- 
grants. and we hope to save many from illness and. 
death. 
Then, when Italians, nre warmly clad and 
have comfortable homes in which" to live, they will not 
the comer saloon for warmth and cheer. 


"If we have our model tenements built with a large 
court which would contain A gymnasium, reading 
rooms, lecture halls and a café, with a baud to enter- 
tain the women and children, we could save thcti- 
sands of men and women froni a life of misery and 
uuhappiness. and we could make these .people better, 
stronger and abler American citizens. 


"The outdoor life of the tenements ought ii:o centre 
in one large court, and the roofs ought to be utilised 
for playgrounds in the daytime and for places of 
amusement for ihe young people and their eldere at 
night. The central court for amusement is. I think, 
our own Italian idea, but the roof garden is Ameri- 
caii."

She has photographed them inside and out 
and has made many charming studies of girls and 
boys who -are being reared in these model homes.

"Then v/e shall have a hygienic station. 
This is, in 
fact, already started by Dr. Louis R. Kaufman, of 
Flower Hospital.

This station will study cases of 
arrested development of children, it will instruct thé* 
people how to avoid disease by their own effortl 
through the treatment of mothers and their babies and 
by special aid to mothers before the birth of the child

Every effort will be made to aid in the campaign 
against tubérculos!.«, and the Italian government has 
promised to furnish a station for this purpose with 
two first class physicians in charge. Last year there 
were 20,000 unreported eases of tuberculosis here. 
Infant mortality of Italian children In the city of New 
York is greater than in any European country. 


"Our people must be taught various trades, and w« 
have planned to establish a trade school and an indus- 
trial school. 
The trade school will be called 'Donne 
Emilia Peruzzi.' for a noble woman who lived In 
Florence and was a great worker for the people. Th« 
tenements will be called "Countess Ersilia Lovatelll," 
the name of a well kuown and much loved Roman 
lady whose philanthropic work extends all over Italy. 


"The foundation of our school work ought to be laid 
in the children's halls which have given such brilliant 
results in Italy and are so peculiarly adapted to the^ 
needs of children who have become wage earner 
early in life. 


"Plans for colonization have also been sanction« 
by the Italian government and give promise of 
success. Our idea is to have farming villages within" 
a few hoxxrs of New York which can be worked by 
Italians by their paying a nominal fee. 
We do not 
want to encourage them to take up land themselves 
until they know more about the country and the work. 


The Italian Nature Leans 
Toward Fruits and Vegetables. 


"Most of our Italian people in this country have 
landed here as inimigrants. Thfiy cannot speak lEng- 
llsh and they come, many of thein, from an outdoor 
life which they have spent in a warmer climate than 
this, and here, they live huddled in tenements where

fought bravely and unselfishly for tht? Iteedom ol 
Italy, and their party finally conquered. 
Italy ^be- 
came one. And the man who as Governor first ruled 
the province wrenched from the Pope., the very prov- 
inces that a thousand years ago Pepin had granted, 
thus establishing the temporal power of-the Church—^ 
that man was my uncle."

LL hail to the kitchen chemist, who with logic 
absolute the guile of grocers can refute! 
Every 
housewife, according to the new learning, can 
practise chemistry in connection with the ordi- 
nary cooking operations, and that without going 
deep into the abstruse theories of science. 
She can 
guard her family against the craft and greed of the 
dishonest manufacturer and within a few minutes 
pronounce definitely upon the purity of any food prod- 
uct that may have been delivered at her door. 


The passing of the pure food and dnig act has stim- 
ulated the study of the chemistry of what Americans 
egit and drink to such an extent that within a few 
months there has sprung up a band of practitioiiers 
who liave made the kitchen sink a laboratory and the 
pantiV «1 college of research. 


One of the features of the Pure Food Exposition 
recently held in Madison Square Garden, New York, 
was a fully equipped food laboratory conducted by the 
Massachusetts State Normal School, of Westfield, in 
which girl student chemists, under the supervision of 
their instructor. Professor Lewis B. Allyn, 
made 
analyses of groceries. They were able before the eyes 
of thousands of visitors to determine whether there 
was starch in the sausage, chiccory in the coffee, alum 
in the baking powder or benzoate of soda and aniline 
in the tomato catsup. 


To the uninitiated they seemed to accomplish won- 
ders, yet what they did was no more than any oth^r 
intelligent young women might have been able to ac- 
complish, and that with a. much less knowledge of 
chemistry than that which was possessed by the fair 
demonstrators. 
In fact, the Institution under the 
auspices of which these simple and effective tests were 
publicly made issues a handbook which contains sim- 
ple directions for making analyses without the aid ot 
•^"any fundamental knowledge of chemistry at all. 


"Cooking," remarked Professor Allyn, "is in itself 
chemistry and-some of its processes are as elaborate 
and complicated as those which are carried on in any 
laboratory. As soon as women thoroughly realize this 
and as soon as they perceive how readily tests of the 
purity of food products can be made, and at what 
trifling cost, I think that they will all become chemists 
on their own account. 
There is no reason ^hy any 
wqjnan, even without any training in science, should 
not be able to tell whether the quality of the ordinary 
supplies of the kitchen is up to st;r-d :r{l < :• wliofhcr

Ing the mixture put a table- 
spoonful of the substance 
under suspicion in a clean 
white teacup and add a 
teaspoonful of water.

color of the liquid in the 
cup turns from lavender to 
blue if there are any traces 
of alum in the baking pow- 
der and the bluish tint does 
not disappear on boiling. 
The use of alum is con- 
sidered objectionable from 
a dietetic standopint and 
also because the chemical 
has considerably less rais- 
ing power than the same 
amount of cream of tartar. 
The best baking powders 
are in fact compounded of 
soda and cream of tartar 
or tartaric acid. 


One of the quickest tests 
is that for the purity^ of 
ground coffee. To accept 
the ground coffec'from any 
grocer is the highest mark 
of confidence that a house- 
• wife can bestow upon him. 
In these days she need not 
ever take coffee on faith. 
i"ili a tunibler or prefer- 
ably a tall test tube with 
a foot attachment three- 


quarters-(ull of ice water,. Add a teaspoonful of 
finely ground coffee and stir the riiixture thoroughly. 
If the coffee be pure it will immediately rise to the 
surface of the water and will stain the fluid very 
slightly, if at all. These effects are due to the presence 
of a natural essential oil in the coffee. Such adulter- 
ant^ as chiccory, roasted wheat or buijit barley or 
pairched peas will sink almost Immediately to the" 
bottom of the vessel and it is possible to calculate ap- 
proximately the percentage of adulterants. 


.The caramel in the burned cereals and the coloring 
matter of chiccory are quite soluble In cold water and 
if there is adulteration ^ h a t kind the fluid will be 
stained a dark brown. 
If practically all the ground 
substance remains on top of the water It may b^ fairly 
inferredJ:hat the coffee Is practically pure, especially 
if the water beneath the grains is uncolored. 


This, test should be limited to flye mlnufes, for If 
prolonged beyond that time the temperature of the 
water will become higher and some of the coloring 
matter In the pure coffee may impart a color to the 
solution.. 
^ 


One of the deceptions practised with regard to tea 
is the treating of It with pigments or with graphite to 
increase its weight and to conceal the fact that the 
leaves have already had much of their virtue ab- 
stracted from them by a first drawing. 
A tablespooiv 
ful of the suspected sample should be placed in a wide 
mouthed bottle and shaken vigorously with sis times 
the bulk of cold water. 
Strain the mixture through a 
sieve, and the insoluble mineral substances which 
were employed in tlie sophistication will sink to the 
bottom of the bottle. Tests made by Professor Allyn 
show that many of the cheap teas in the market con- 
tain a vejy large percentage of insoluble mineral sub- 
stances. 


Olive Oil Test. 


Inhere is perhap.? no more common deception pmc- 
tised upon the housewif« than that of substituting 
cottonseed oil for the pure olive product. 
.\t the pres- 
ent time no woman need pay any attention to tlie 
specious legend upon gilt and embo.ssed labels. 
Many 
a pretentious and aristocratic looking bottle contains 
oil which came not from the groves of sunny Italy, but 
from the cotton fields of the South. 


Plaoe a table-spoonful of the oil under investigation 
In a clean, white teacup; cr, Ifettor still, a footed test 
tube, and add an equal amount of nitric acid; stir 
carefully with a glass red. If the oil be pure it should 
turn in a few minutes from a pale to a dark green. 
If the fluid changes to brown or red or orange the 
presence of an adulterant is indicated. 


Place a teacup containing the oil to which acid 
has been added in a dish of boiling water for five 
minutes. 
Pure oil under those conditions will turn 
pale yellow, or orange yellow, and after standing 
from twelve to eighteen hours will become a yellow 
solid. 
, 
- 


The most satisfactory test for cottonseed oil con- 
sists of placing a tablespoonful of the suspected oil 
in a small bottle ánd adding an equal amount of Hal- 
phén's reagent. 
Heat the contents of the bottle in a 
pint of water, to which three tablespoonfuls of salt 
have been added, for fifteen minutes. 
The presence 
of cottonseed olí is evident if a layer of red appears 
in the mixture, the depth of this laj-er indicating ^he 
percentage of the cheaper oil which the m^nuf^ctiirer 
has added. 
The reagent may be obtained from any 
druggist and should be used with caution, as the car- 
bon dlsulphide, which is one of its constituents, is' 
inflammable. 
The bottle employed should be corked * 
with a loosely fitting plug of cotton during the test. 


There are many of the so-called lards on the market 
which also contain cottonseed oil, and the teat for them 
may be conducted in the same manner with ^ e use 
of the Halphen reagent. 


All tbis is without prejudice to cottonseed oil as a 
product wheir bobestly labelled a^ such, for it is a 
clean product and in no way deleterious.

Jams, jellies, catsup, confectionery, dessert powders 
and anything of a solid or semi-solid nature may be 
subjected to this test. 
Add to the mixture a drop of 
hj-drochloric acid; or l)oil a pieoe of white woollen 
cloth about four inchc.« squnrc in soap and water and 
rlñsc thoroughly, so that a!! trace of wool oil may 
be eliminatcrl. 


Tear off a squnro inch of this prepared cloth and 
placo it aside for fiit\irc reference. 
Boil the larger 
piece in the sample for five or ten minutes or until 
it is strongly coloreil. 
Then- take it out and wash it 
in cold water. 
Eliminate as much color as possible 
from tho cloth Viv boiling it in hnlf a cupful of water to 
which a .spoonful of ammonia has been added. 
Re- 
move the cloth and throw it away. 
Add a sli.s:ht ex- 
cess of hydrochloric acid to the ammonia solution, 
which may he determined hy the fact that blue litmus 
paper will (urn red when immersetl in it. 
To this 
mixture add the second and smaller piece of cloth 
and boil it. 


If the dye is of vegetable origin the small piece of 
cloth v.-ill bo practically uncolored. 
If rho dye is ani- 
line or is a coal tar product of any kind the small 
cloth will have a color which cannot be removed by 
simple washing. 


Fruits and Jams. 


The natural colors of preserved fruits and Jams 
and the like cannot leave any marked effect upon wool 


f cloth, and it will produce only a slight tinge which 
scarcely survives the washing process. 
It was possi- 
ble from many samjiles of soda water syrups and such 
fiuids to obtain colors gay enough for east side ball 
dresses. 


Many of the orange and lemon extracts contain 
coal tar dyes, which are readily detected, while the 
pi-esence of turmeric in these extracts is determined 
by a simple chemical test in which borax and hy- 
drochloric acid are employed. 
Caramel is a burnt 
sugar solution which is frequently used to artificially 
color vinegar, distilied'liquors and flavoring extracts, 
and thus mask an inferior nuality. 
Place a teaspoon- 
ful of the suspected liquor in a small round vial and 
add twice as much more .Tmyl alcohol. 
If there i.^ 
caramel present the liquid will be nearly decolorized 
as the caramel is thrown out of solution and sinks to 
the bottom of the vessel. 


The test for the presence of added water in milk 
is very simple and a very good lactometer can be 
obtained for less than a dollar. 
Professor Allyn say» 
a very satisfatcory instrument may be obtained for 
sixty cents. 
Place a lactometer in milk the tempera- 
ture of which should not vary much from 60 de.grees 
Fahrenheit. 
Directions accompany the instruments. 


If the yellow color of milk has been atrhirted-by 
aniline dye the test is quickly applied, which wilh 
detect it. 


The vegetable annatto coloring, which is the; most 
frequently used in dairy products, is detected by 
shaking up a teaspoonful of milk with twice that 
amount of ether. 
"When the liquids have separated 
pour off the upper layer into a teacup, which is placed 
in hot water until the liquid has evaporated. 
Add a 
few drops of ammonia and pour the residue upon filtet 
paper. 
The handbook specifies that the fat wUl re- 
main as a residue and that the annatto will collect in 
the pores of the paper and impart to the fabric a de- 
cided orange tone. 


One of the most dangerous preservatives employed 
for keeping milk is formaldehyde. 
The housewife i» 
directed to place four tablespoonfuls of the milk con- 
cerning which she has doubts in a.teacup and to add 
thereto the same amount of hydrochloric acid and a 
drop of ferric chloride. Five minutes later if the milk 
be pure it will be uncolored, while if it has been pre- 
served by the dangerous formaldehyde it will be 
lavender or purple in hue. 


If borax be present in milk it will impart a red or 
orange color to a teaspoonful of the fluid which has 
previously been treated in a clear glass dish with one 
drop of hydrochloric acid and five drops of tincture oP 
turmeric." 


So^p whicii contains free alkali should not be used, 
for ^though it will wash clothes it will at the same 
time eat into their fibres. To be sure that soap will 
not be harmful shave off into a powder half a tea- 
spoonful and place it in a five ounce bottle. To this 
add four teaspoonfuls of strong alcohol and warm 
the mixture gently by immersing the container in 
warm water, shaking the bottle several times. 
Filter 
the mixture and add to the .filtrate two drops ot 
phenolphthalein solution. If a pink color appears free 
alkali is present and the soap should not be used for 
fine laundry purposes.

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RICE AND ITS BY-PRODUCTS 


"Msffket Your Low-Grade Rice on the Hoof" Is the Advice 
of a Farmer Who Has Foimd It Vali»^ 
Stock Food 


with the rapid extension of the 
rice-growing 
erea in the 
southern 
states ' and the increase in price ^ of 
com and other feeds, rice and its 
products have become of considerable 
importance in making up rations for 
live'' stock. 


Many farmers feed rice in the sheaf 
with good results 
Rough rice as it 
comes from the threshing machine, 
when added to a ration of cotton- 
seed meal, cotton-seed hulls, and al- 
falfa hay, In steer-feeding experiments 
In t^e south produced slightly larger 
gains In weight, but at an increased 
cost. 


, tlie experience of practical farmers 
¿hows that both white and red rice 
are valuable feeding stufts for work 
horses and mules, fattening"^ steers, 
dairy cows, and swine, but that the 
best grades of white rice are often too 
high in price to be so utilized. 


As a rule, low-grade rice and brok- 
en rice are worth more to feed stock 
than to market at the low prices 
which they usually hrlng. 
"Market 
your low-grade rice on the hoof," is 
the advice of a practical farmer who 
has had experience in feeding it. But 
It will pay to feed the higher grade 
to stock only during an era of low 
prices. 


Rice straw as a stock food Is about 
equal to that of good southern prairie 
hay. The sweetness and excellent fla- 
vor of well preserved rice straw adds 
materially to its ^'eedlng value, be- 
cause the stock ATili consume large 
quanties of it. 


Rice is milled In order that the hull 
and cuticle may be removed and the 
surface of the grain may be polished. 
The byproducts which result from 
milling consists of hulls, bran, and 
polish. 
One bag of rice (162 pounds) 
should 
produce 
about 
100 
pounds 


clean rice, 7 pounds rice polish, 20 
pounds rice bran and 35 pounds chaff 
or hulls. 
Grits or broken grains of 
ricé are found in the bran and pol- 
ish. - 


Rice meal should .consist of pure 
rice bran, but as usually found on 
the market it is a mixture of bran, 
polish and hulls, and heneé it varies 
so much in composition that its feed- 
ing value is problematical 
without 
a guaranteed chemical analysis. 


Rice hulls are the outer covering 
of the grain and are composed mainly 
'of fiber and mineral matter. 
They 
are worthless as a feed, and when 
fed In large quantities are positively 
harmful. 
Rice hulls are often used 
for adulterating molasses and other 
mixed feeds. 


Rice bran consists of the outer layer 
of the rice kernel, together with some 
of the germ, and In a pure state is 
the most nutritious of the rice feeds. 
Unfortunately commercial rice bran 
often contains more or less hulls, 
which varies Its feeding value con- 
siderably. 
Rice bran has been fed 
with success to horses and mules in 
Louisiana, Texas apd elsewhere in 
the south, A good rice bran as a food 
for cattle Is somewhat better than^ 
corn or corn meal if it is perfectly 
sweet, but If it becomes at all rancid 
cattle do not like It. 


Rice polish Is the floor removed 
from the rice kernel in giving It a 
pearly lustre that the trade demands. 
It Is sometimes used as a stuiBng ma- 
terial In the manufacture of sausage. 
A considerable amount of the polish 
made in this country is exported to 
Germany, where it is made into but- 
tons. 
Rice polish, whem substituted 
for part of the cotton-6e«d meal In 
a ration for steers in fattening experi- 
ments resulted in increasing the rate 
of gain, while the cost was slightly 
reduced. 


A CLEAN FARM DAIRY 


AGRICULTURE KT ALASKA. 


> 


Would you care to run a truck farm 
with strawberries selling at $1.25 to $2 
a quart, cucumbers $2 to $5 a dozen, 
celery 50 cents each, tomatoes 50 cents 
to $1 a pound, and other products at 
proportionate prices? 
Or would you 
prefer general farming, with a few 
pigs and chickens as a side line, with 
hay selling at $60 to $100 a ton, hogs 
30 cents a pound, young pigs 75 cents 
a pound, eggs $2 a dozen? 


These prices are received in Alaska 
under favorable market conditions, 
but the prospective settler should con- 
sider the difficulties and expense of 
farming as well as the high prices of 
hi& products. 


Alaska is not generally given much 
consideration 
from 
an 
agricultural 
standpoint, and yet, despite the rigor- 
"das climate, a large variety of gi'alns, 
small fruit' and vegetables are being 
successfully grown. 
Experiments are 
being made with tree fruity, but the 
results thus far have not bpen very 
encouraging. 
The work conducted by 
the Government with grains at the 
Rampart Experiment Station has been 
an unqualified success. 
Varieties of 
nearly all grains have been found that 
grov/ well. 


There arc several successful farm- 
ers 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
Fairbanks, 
some 
of 
whom 
are 
general farm- 
era 
and 
others 
are running 
mar- 
ket gardens. 
While they are meeting 
with some failures of parts of their 
crops by frosts and cold and wet sum- 
mers, yet they are learning by experi- 
ence to overcome many of the discour- 
agements of the climate. 


The climate shows a wide variation, 
from 90 degrees Fahrenheit at Ram- 
part, on the Yukon -Rtver, in July, 
with an average for the month of 63 
degrees to 69 degrees below zero at 
Fort Egbert, near the Klondike gold 
fields, in January, with an average for 
the month of 40 degrees below zero. 
The coast towns are mild for that re- 
gion, neither Sitka no Kodiak reach- 
ing zero during 1909, while Juneau 
only reached 5 degrees below in Jan- 
uai-y, with a daily mean for the month 
c 14.15. 


BARREL HANDLES 


Use two old shovel handles cutting 
them to the proper length and trim 
on an angle as seen in the picture. 
Fasten these on opposite sides, fasten- 
ing each Very securely with screws. 
This is a handy way to move a barrel.

GROWING WOOD 


FOR FUEL 


By R. B. Buckham, Salem, Mass. 


A very small acreage of woodland. 
If properly handled, can be made to 
yield the necessary fuel for the house- 
hold,from year to year, and yet main- 
tain an average gtowth. or even in- 
crease in value. 


The tree growth 
of 
the 
woodlot 
should be encourged In every possible 
war. 
All dead wood should be con- 
scientiously removed and added to the 
woodpile. 
It will serve well as excel- 
lent kindling, at least, and does avuy 
with one of the cHief sources of dis- 
sease among srro^ j ^ 
wood. 
It has 
been proven that a very large 
per- 
centage of all the ailments of forest 
trees arises fr jm the decaying dead- 
wood lying about them. 


Thinning correctly Is a second re- 
quisite to making the woodlot most 
profitable. Where the standing growrth 
Is too close, all are compjelled to suf- 
fer for the lack of 
air 
and 
light. 
Hence some can well be removed, to 
the benefit of the remainder. 


Where an area of any dimensions 
has been laid bare, it should be re- 
seeded immediately. 
If 
the 
second 
growth does not sta>t sa,tisfactorily. 
It is as poor economy to allow parts 
of the woodlot to lie idle, as r.ny other 
portion of the farm. 


The Increase of the more valuable 
trees should be encoiiraged, such aa 
the oak, pine, hickory and ash. Some 
trees are of no value, save as stove 
wood, a^d are poor, even at that. 
Y. ;, strange enough, at th<e start they 
are the most vigorous, and always suc- 
ceed at making the most rapid growth 
at the start; thus holding their own at 
the 
expense 
of 
their 
competitors. 
There are weeds among trees, as well 
as among plants. 


Forest tracts are Indispensable to the 
welfare and best-lnterests of the com- 
munity. 
We cannot well do without 
them, because of their salubrious In- 
fluence upon the climate, their con- 
servation of the supply of moisture, 
and their value for purifying the at- 
mosphere, to say nothing of their com- 
mercial value. 


V/c 
must look to the farmer for 
the presence of the necessary amóünt 
of forest trees. 
Upon them will fall 
t h j burden of bearing this responsi- 
bility. 


But that they will 
profit 
largely 
therefrom is well illustrated by 
the 
fact that the artificial timber tracts 
which already exist In what was for- 
merly the great, 
bare, 
wind-swept 
v^stern plains, are already cf incal- 
culable value. 


Systematic planting and cultivation 
of forest trees is a branc'.i of ágrlcul- 
turé yet in its Infancy, but one which 
will prov0 exceedingly important be- 
fore the history of this'country shall 
have been written.

The keeping -of a herd of dairy 
cows in the right condition is not an 
Ignorant man's business. 


The popr unprofitable cows are a 
fearful load upon the dairy farmers of 
today. 


Strong thrifty calves cannot be (ex- 
pected from dows that have been fed 
t,r,rvation rations for a few months 
before calving. 


Cow testing associations are certain

Every dairying community should or- 
g4nl2e an a««oclatlon and hir« a com-' 
petent man to tak« full charar« of the 
work. 


Twenty years from now dairymen 
will look back and wonder why they 
did r.ot clean up their building, y^.rds 
and cattle and pay some att^tion: to 
keeping systematle . iecord» of ivhat 
each individual I cow is producing. 


I^airymen do not seem to realite 
tha^ good milk ¡and buttei' Increaa«» 
consumption while poor milk; and but- 
ter dec'rea«es it.

This is a picture pf the interior 
of a farm dairy in 
Buesquehanna 
County Pennsylvania. 
It is locat- 
ed near the house and far enough 
from the barn to insure freedom frorii 
contamination. 
Water from a spring 
is conveyed to It by means of a one- 
inch pipe, and a small stove on which 
is fixed a large boiler with a faucet 
near the bottom which provides plenty 
of hot water. 
Nothing except the 
dalry-utenslls Is permitted to remain 
In the room. 
The walls are painted 
white and are frequently washed down 
with hot water and sal soda. As soon 
as the milk is brought from the barn 
it is placed In clean pails and set In 
a trough through which cold water 
from the spring constantly passes. 


The sciences of farming Is not so 
much In trying to take out of the soli 
every pound It will yield as in putting 
back what ^ will hold. 


WOMEN FABMISRS IX SOOTLAND. 


Owing to the Increased emigration 
from the border an^ middle lands of 
Scotland t9 the tTttfted States and Can- 
ada, farm holders the-a appear to be 
employing more women , farm hands 
than 
heretofore. 
There are 
many 
fruit and vegetable farms on v.'hich 
women and girls aro employod In pre- 
p-rlng, 
tilling 
and 
harvesting 
the 
crops. 
In 
many 
Instances 
it 
Is 
claimed that they give better satis- 
faction than men, their steady and 
careful truck farming in garden and 
field showing Increased results. These 
hardy girl and women farmers work 
in groups, and judging from their 
singing and happy air while at work 
are a contented lot 
It is no uncom- 
mon sight to see half a dozen or more 
hoeing of planting in regular lines so 
as to work across the field at one time. 
In th)s niethod cf keeping the work 
together the result of the day's labor 
for each woman farmer is easily seen. 
An older woman or man usually acts 
as overseer. 
Thd wages of each full- 
grown woman is 36 cents per day or- 
dinarily, while in harvest time they 
earn for eight hours' time from 60 
to 72 cents. Men farmers do the heav- 
ier work, such as plowing, .cutting and 
building roads and fences, and earn 
14.38 to $5.84 per week with house 
rent free. 


If there is a better paying crop on 
the farm than alfalfa, we do not know 
what it is. 
Alfalfa pays anyway you 
use it, whether you feed it to cows, 
horses or swine or just sell it direct 
from the field.

CONVENIENT TOOL 


A homemade wagon-jaok mad« on 
the plan described below has been Jn 
use on our farm for many years. For 
the bottom pieces take two pieces of 
some good inch material 3 H 
long. Three Inches wide will do. Place 
an upright piece of the same width 
and m , inches thick. 
This upright 
(b) should be 
feet long and one 
foot from the end and fasteii with a 
brace, 
using 
three-elgths-of-an-inch 
bolts. 
The upright (c) Is three feet 
long, six Inches behind and notched on 
the upper outside edge. For the lever 
(d) use a piece of tough timber, 2x3 
Inches and 4 H 'eet long. Make an Inch 
mortise six Inches long and six Inches 
from the end with a hole for a half- 
Inch bolt In the cente-. 
The mortise 
is to fit over upright (b). 
Make an- 
other mortise 10 inches further back 
for upright (c) to pass through. Bore 
a hole in the handle (d) for a three- 
elghth-lnch bolt so as to fit the »(^tches 
in upright (c). 
The holes In the up- 
right (b) are for raising and lowering 
the lever for the front and hind wheels

FEEDING OSTRICHES ON AN ARIZONA FARM 


The average llf« of the drains In 
many soils Is probably not more than 
twenty-five years, and even if the 
drains are not as old as that they may 
have become blocked by roots of trees 
or slnkage of individual pipes. 


Ifjj^e point then to decide will be 
whether to take up part of t h e ^ s t e m 
and relay, or commence ah entirely 
new one. 
In the majority of cases It 
will be found that it Is most satisfac- 
tory to lay down an entirely new sys- 
tem and this Is th© course generally 
adopted. 


In laying out a hew scheme of tile 
drainage the following are the main 
points that will require Investigation 
before the working plan can be pre- 
pared or the work commenced. 


No rule of thumb can be given, but 
It may be said that on the heavier 
clays a distance apart of six yards 
a^d an average depth of two feet, nine 
Inches would be ample while on the 
lighter sands and wet gravels 20 yards 
apart and an average of three feet, 
three inches for depth would not be 
too much. As a general rule on med- 
ium soils minor drains are set eleven 
Tards apart and three feet deep. 


Drains need not to be so near to- 
gether on arable as in grass land. 
Drains should be at an average of six 
Inches deeper than the side drains. 


Main drains should have a fall of 
not less than one in 250 or about 20 
feet per mile. 
The actual position oT 
minors with reference to the slope 
has been the subject of much discus- 
sion, but where the fall Is fairly good 
they may be taken across the slope 
and this is generally the most practi- 
cable way. 


^ e number of square yards In an 
acre (4480) divided by the distance 
apart of the minors will give the to- 
tal length of side drains per acre. 
This, if the side drains ar« 11 yards 
apart, their total length on an acre of 
ground will be 440 yards. 


Choosing the positions for the out- 
falls Is oflen by no means an easy

gc0,000 tame ostriches, there are but 
3 0 , 0 0 0 tame birds in all other countries 
combined." 


At the present time ostrich farming 
Is carried on in Europe, Madagascar,

ciple that the fewer outfalls there are 
the better, as each requires to ba 
cleaned out periodically, and If there 
Is a multiplication of them one or 
the other is certain to be^ overworked 
some time. 
The outfall should be 
placed as far above the water level of 
the stream or ditch Into which It 
empties as circumstances will allow, 
but if there is any chance of flood- 
water backing up the drain, this must 
be provided against by fastening an 
hinged flap over the end of the'^tfall 
pipe. 


When the whole system has been 
pegged out and the outfall chosen the 
tiles should be taken on to the ground 
and laid In convenient size heaps near 
to the place at which they will be 
needed. 


In the selection of tiles great care 
should be taken for in this as in many 
other things of strength of a chain 
is its weakest link, and through the 
"flying" of a main drain the greater 
part of an entire drainage system may 
be rendered comparatively useless. 


Drainage tiles should be evenly and 
well burnt, giving a clear, ringing note 
when clinked together. 
They should 
also be of even texture throughojit 
and, although an odd pebble embedd- 
ed in their substance here and thera 
is not of much consequence, the pres- 
ence of nodules of limestone Is highly 
dangerous, as these. If large, will often 
cause the tile "fly" when damped, af- 
ter burning, and this may easily occur 
when the tile Is laid and out of sight. 
The tiles should be regular Ih shape, 
of even bow and their ends should be 
flat and square so that when laid 
they may show no open joints. 


The size of the pipes depends on^the 
amount of water they are expected to 
drain, but the usual sizes used In 
under drainage are two inches In di- 
ameter, which, however. If of any 
considerable length, should be provid- 
ed with ^six-inch diameter tiles In 
their lower lengths.—W. H. Gilbert.

The farmer should appreciate more 
fully the value of manure and of prop- 
er^methods of handling It. He should 
figure It as worth at least two dollars 
per ton and should get that amount 
or in many cases much more than 
that out of It by proper handling. Just 
how it shall be handled will depend 
upon conditions. 


The best methods where cattle are 
fed In barns, sheds or lots, is to haul 
the manue to the flelds day by day. 
There Is the least loss in handling it In 
this way. 
The next best plan is to 
feed under an open shed where the 
manure may accumulate and where it 
will be kept tfamped down compactly 
by the animals. Under such a plan It 
will be kept sufficiently compact and 
moist to prei'ent rapid fermentation, 
and next to hauling It to the fields as 
made, this is the plan v/hlch gives the 
least loss of fertilizing constituents. 


One of the cheapest plans Is to feed 
directly back on the flelds but too of- 
ten In this case the feeding is done on 
some hillside 
where 
washing 
and 
leaching carries away the larger part 
of the fertilizing constituents contain- 
ed, or the caftle are 
fed 
in 
some 
sheltered wood lot where the manure 
Is lost to the flelds. 


In this connection it should be said 
that a manure spreader will pay on 
the average farm of 100 acres or over, 
and where much stock is kept It will 
pay handsome returns on 
farms 
of 
much smaller size. 


Most men think that the value of a 
manure spreader lies in the saving of 
labor, and, while this Is one 
Impor- 
tant reason for its use, it Is not 
the 
only one. 


A reason that Is Important Is the 
fact that manure put ^ i 
evenly 
or 
rather lightly over a large areft will 
gl- e larger returns per ton of manure 
applied than the same manure put on 
he xvily and Irregularly over a smaller 
area. 
The dlffeirence In returns will 
frequently pay for the Spreader in a 
single season. 


Another good reason why 
a 
man 
B>-ould own a spreader Is that when 
he has money invested In such an im- 
plement he will almost invariably take 
better care of the m lure his farm 
produces.,-

Gov. Sanders of Louisiana, paid elo- 
quent tribute to the Mexican cotton 
pest. In a recent Chicago address. "Be- 
fore the advent of the boll weevil In 
Louisiana, a few years ago," said Gov. 
Sanders, "we raised cotton so cheaply 
that while we clothed the naked we 
ourselves were hungry. 
This condi- 
tion maintained until the boll weevil 
taught the people of our state more 
than any thing else could. 


"It taught us the lesson that we had 
an agricultural country; that we could 
raise grain every month of the year. 
As a result of this lesson on Jan. 1, 
1910, we awoke to the fact that we 
had more money on deposit in our 
banks than ever before in tho history 
of the state. 


"Last year Louisiana for the first 
time shipped millions of bushels of 
corn that graded No. 1. We have be- 
come a great corn producing state; we 
have become a great truck producing 
state. Louisiana has a conjimctlon of 
climate and soil that enables us to 
harvest a crop every month of the 
year. 


"Cotton is 8 thing of the past. 
We 
used to raise from a million to a mil- 
lion and a half bales of cotton. 
Now 
we raise between 200,000 and 250,000 
bales, and we just raise that to let the 
rest of the country know that there 
isn't anything that we can't raise in 
Louisiana."

v e r y boy is iatcrested in the new art of 
flying, as the birds do, at will through the 
air. And among the girls also is found an 
interest as keen, although there may be as 
yet few of them who hope, as almost every 
boy does, that they too may enjoy the 
«trangc sensation of speeding dizzying heights far 
above the earth. 


But every boy and girr wishes to know how it 
feds to fly, how it feels to rise with the speed of 
'an arrow far above the earth and like an arrow 
speed directly forward through the air toward some 
^ o s e n point, or circle in the air like a bird in broad 
sweeps as directing hand Ánd foot may guide the 
Aeroplane in which the airman is perched. 
fc^For it is on the aeroplane the imagination of the 
boy or girl who dreams of flying instinctively cen- 
jters. They may not be verged in arguments pro or 
feon as regards the respective merits of aeroplane 
u d dirigible balloon or air ship, but it is the former 
C^'^natur^lly; lappeals to thexa. 


then alight once more on earth on the spot from 
which it arose. 


And so when boy, or girl, or man wonders "how 
it feels to fly" their fancy instinctively pictures in 
their mind's eye the vision of an aeroplane. 


At first thought it would seem that if it were

If one desired to acquire technical knowledge of 
the art of flying, such a one would be, by all means, 
the best from -w^iom to seek it. 


But when boy or girl wonders "how it feels to fly" 
that is not the thought that is in mind. 


What he or she wishes to know in exactly what they 
say, how it "feels," what are the sensations one experi- 
ences when for the first time he is swiftly carried aloft and 
fara bove the surface of the air finds himself actually 
flying, as do the birds. 


Naturally the one from whom to seek such knowledge 
has this is one svho has imself newly experienced such a

He is Frank D. Caruthers, Assistant Business Manager 
of the New York World, and in the picture on this page 
he is shown, seated for tne first time in aeroplane beside 
"Bud" Mars, the professional aviator. 


It was but a week or two ago Mr. Caruthers made this 
first flight, and in doing so he made a record surpassing

it as an achievement impossible of attainment, has 
always been associated with the birds. 


Ever tantalizingly present before our eyes the 
birds possessed undisputed their Kingdom of the 
Sky, and -whenever man or boy thought of flying 
it was to; fly as the -birds fly. 


This th^ aeroplane enables man to do. 
Like the birds the aeroplane is heavier than the 
afir, and like them possesses ^s own innate power 
to conquer the force of gravitation, to rise aloft and 
maintain its poise there, .speeding where its pilot 
will, rising, descending, swirling . here and there as 
the will that guides it chooses. 


As a carrier pigeon, the aeroplane can speed its 
flight with arrow-like precision through the air; as 
the eagle it can swoop down to earth from greatest 
heights and with more than eagle swiftness; as the 
swallow it can skim earth's surface with its wings, 
rise suddenly to highest flights, swoop down to mid-. 
!air, and swirl in cirdcs graceful and joyous, and 


any hitherto made in the world of aviation, for he is a 
man who weighs one hundred ahd ninety five pounds 
and no m-^n as heavy as he had before made an ascent 
in an aeroplane. 


As Mr. Caruthers tells it, he went to the old 
Sheepshead Bay Race Track at Coney Island to be 
simply one of the spectators of a private aviation 
exhibition given there. He has been very much in- 
terested in aviation ever since the day when the 
Wright Brothers had , demonstrated that man had 
added the air to his fdrmef dominions of earth and 
sea, but he ihad never aspired to becoming an air- 
man himself. Certainly on the day he went down 
to Sheepshead Bay, he says, he had no thought 
whatever of leaving the solid surface of the earth. 


"Bud' Mars was making some experimental flights 
and Mr. Caruthers with a feW other favored spec- 
tators was watching the aviator with grreat interest 
as he circled the' track, ascended, descended, swoopr 
ed here and there,-testing his aeroplane in every

When Mars at last alighted Mr. Caruthers was 
among those who stood around the aeroplane and 
he was introduced to the airman by a mutual friend. 


"Bud" suddenly asked Mr. Caruthcrs : 
"Do you want to ride?" 
"The question, the opportunity," said Mr. Caruth- 
ers in speaking of it afterwards, "took my breath 
away, but almost before I had time to think the 
'yes' came to my lips and was spoken." 


"How much do you weigh?" was "Bud's" next 
question, 


"One hundred and ninety-five pounds" was the 
answer. 


"You will be the heaviest man ever taken up as 
a passenger," remarked . Mars. "Climb in." 


''Well,

"It is wonderful, this sense of motion in the air.

he would be over in the marshes. We careened at 
an angle of fifty degrees, with me on the tipside. 
On this leg of the flight we went still higher and 
I realized how like a box kite were our movements. 
I have seen kites of this mechaiiism make just such 
darts and turns. But the man at the wheel was as 
calm as if he had only the wheel of an auto in 
his hands with four wheels under it. After a short, 
circling flight we landed safely and it was all . over. 


"But when we landed I felt as if I were in a run- 
away automobile with the steering gear busted." 


But Mr. Caruthers can lay claim to breaking an- 
other and a imore important .record than that of 
being the heaviest man who ever made such an as- 
cent. 


He devised and perfected all the arrangements 
for the first telegraphic message ever to be sent 
by wireless from an aeroplane. It will go down in 
history as an event of importance in the ^Jevelop- 
ment of the art of aviation. Mr. Caruthers,* who is 
the highest salaried "idea man" in the newspaper 
worldi has originated many clever newspaper enter- 
prises out of his fertile brain that have attracted 
attention the world over. This message was sent 
on Saturday, August 27th, from the swiftly moving 
aeroplane of J. A. D. McCurdy to Harry M. Horton. 
an operator stationed on the roof of the grand stand 
at Sheepshead Bay, N. Y. 


A field instrument attached to one of the biplanes 
was connected with several batteries, which were 
swung in a cradlis below the aviator's seat. As Mc- 
Curdy rose from the field he kept one hand on the 
telegraph key and at a favorable 'moment he be^an 
to click off the first letter in the message which bad 
been prepared by Mr. Caruthers. 


The receivinfir station on the grand stand caught 
every letter.

The message read as follows: 
"Horton: 
Another chapter in aerial achievement 
is recorded in the sending of this wireless message 
from an aeroplane.—^McCurdy, in flight."

Editor nt the Sentinel: Last evening's 


Issue of the Fort Wayne News contained 
a statement to the effect that t. as clerk 
of Allen county, ha.v« .taken Illegal fees 
amounting to J721.4". 
I wish 1o state to 
the taxpayers of Allen county that th« 
entire statement is absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly false In even* detail. I have 
not received any fees from any source 
which do not legally and properly be- 
long to me. Even- fee taken by me l» 
allowed under rulings ot the court anil 
prevision of the statutes of this state. 
In addition to my absolute denial here- 


in I will make this proposition: That I 
will submit the legality or illegality of 
tho fees spoken of In the article in,the 
Fort Wayne News to the judge of any 
circuit or superior court of this state and 
if it is held that the fees spoken of were 
Illegally taken by mo then I will agree 
to distribute itae sum of one thousand 
i.Jl.OOO) dollars equally among the hos- 
pitals of this city and I also will repay 
th€ total of such illegal fees with lawful 
Interest to the county. 
There is not an item contained In the 
article referred to which cannot be re- 
futed In detail and shown to be false 
both In the facts it purports to state 
and th« inferences from the same. My 
office has always been "pen to the pub- 
lic, and I welcome the inspection of my 
work by anyone. I am willing to submit 
the work of my office and the manner 
of keeping the books, tlie restoring of 
mutilated records and indexing to any 
fair minded man. The insinuations con- 
tained in the News referring to insuf- 
ficient index are wholly unwarranted and 
I cordially invite the inspection of the 
public.

The editors of the Fort Wayne News 
know that my office is not governed by 
the rcublle depository law and for that 
reason the funds coming into my hands 
.ire not deposited a* the funds of other 
officers. 
I am. personally, absolutely 
responsible for all funds coming into my 
nfTlce antl bank the same as I see fit. 
The money which I hold is principally 
money belonging to estates and to liti- 
gants and other officers, all of which is 
subject to payment on demand and order 
of court, bencs it is impracticable to 
deposit the same for any certain time 
as the funds may be paid out at any 
time. The Inference raised by the sug- 
gestions of the News as to the amounts 
of Interest realized by me on these funds 
are unjust and unfair, and absolutely 
false. 
The News pretends to quote records to 
prove the statements of its article, but 
It does not state all the records. It states 
only that portion which appears to suit 
its dishonest purpose- 
In this manner 
the allowances for attendance at court 
during supposed vacations have been 
grossly misrepresented in the article. 
On April 22. 1D07. I filed a petition 
before the Allen circuit court sotting 
forth that I believed thnt I was entitled 
to fees for certain services as therein 
set forth, but -desired that 
the 
court 
Interpret the statutes providing for these 
fees. 
My attorney In this matter was 
Samuel t,. Morris. Tho county attorney 
filed his appearance resisting tho peti- 
tion and after argument and considera- 
tion the court held that I was entitled to 
a portion of the fees claimed and wns 
not entitled to the remainder of the 
same. This order of tho court is entered 
In circuit court order book, volume 46, 
page 496-7 and dated May 
4. 
1907. 
Among tb« fees allowed me by the order 
of court In above proceeding were those 
for daily attendance In court In person 
and by -leputy in tmnsferring docket, 
making up claim docket, criminal docket, 
court and issue docket, final records, 
etc.. all of which work cannot bo done 
during term time because of the naturu 
of th« business requiring that same bo 
done after close of term nnd the extra 
amount of work to be dono. 
Likewise the News reporter has failed 
to set forth tho proceedings of court 
relating to rtcopylng and Indexing of 
records. Tho statutes of Indiana. Burns 
K. 8. 1908, Bee. 132-1, ct soq.. provide 
Ihnt tho county court shall determine 
thn advisability of recopylng and re- 
indexInK oM and mutilated records for 
the purpose of perpetuating their con- 
tents. That upon such order being made 
It tben becomes tho duty of the clerk to 
recnpy and rfIndex such, records. 
On 
Juno S. J307. I filed my petition before 
tho Allen circuit court -relating to tho 
recopylug nnd relndcxlng of the records 
therein mentioned, and on .Tune 18. 1507. 
the court made an order directing mo to 
recopy nnd relndox tho books mentioned. 
See order book circuit court volume *tt>. 
page 6t>!>. Under this order T hnvn re- 
oopled and relndexed the . records or-

The remaining allowances mentioned In 
the News are for indexing, making rec- 
ord in order book of allowances for 
juror*. Judces, bailiffs nnd other allow- 
ances under the provisions of the laws 
of Indiana, acts 1300. price 22. These 
fees are leg.il jmd arn allowed in every 
court In this state under the same law. 
The above statement covers all ltcm«^ 
set forth in this article? If the fees are 
the News and 
every Item 
correctly 
stated can bo Justified under the l«ws 
of this state and are such fees as I am 
.awfully entitled to. A reading of Burns 
R. S. 100S. Sees. J324 et seq.. 7324 and 
chapter 10. nage 22, of th« session laws 
of iao> will clearly justify my state- 
ments herein as to tho legality of the 
fees referred to. 
Tho statement of the News It not eom- 
nlete. It does not set forth all the nl- 
owances made to me for similar work 
referred to. Tho judge of the superior 
court hss also allowed certain fees for 
exactly the same work as set forth In 
the article In the News and which It 
claims aro illcgnl. Why aro not these 
allowances for the same character of 
fo<!n by tho iud(?o if the superior court 
set forth in this article?. If the fees are 
Illegal when allowed by the circuit court, 
surely they aro no loss Illegal when al- 
lowed by the Judge of the superior court, 
Why this partial concealment ot the real 
facts? Why not havn tho whole truth? 
I nm willing that my entire record as a 
public officer and .ill the transactions 
conducted within my offlco Bhould be 
opened to tho light of day for tho In- 
spection of thn taxjayers of Allen county. 
1 nm at a loss to know why I should 
he mndo the subject of this unwarranted 
attack. 
I am not In politics. I have 
tried to discharge my duties Impartially. 


honestly and efficiently as a public ser- 
vant. The publishing of the incomplete 
record to suit the unfair purpose of the 
News proves that my office and 4the 
public records In my charge are open to 
public Inspection. 
I know nothing of these charges or 
that there was any intention of attacking 
me in this way until I saw the article in 
the News. 
I would have gladly fur- 
nished the persons attempting to make 
the Investigation which they have so 
bungllngly made with accurate data, so 
that they could have correctly presented 
tho entry and complete record of the 
transactions to which the article refers 
to the public. It appears, however, that 
an unfair attack "n me and not the 
truth, wns tho chief desire of the persons 
Interested. 
If the Fort 'Wayne News or th« per- 
sons Instigating the .trade believe their 
charges against me ,to T>O true let them 
accept my proposal herein us I stand 
ready to make it good any time.

any Investigation of my official acts by 
the state accounting board, taxpayers or 
grand Jury.

those close to the situation that In 
nil probability the street railway em- 
ployes will soon again have a union 
organization In this city. 
For some 


years there has been no union of this 
kind here. 


The meeting, which was held after 


the men had completed their last runs 
shortly after midnight, was undoubt- 
edly called to consider the recent re- 
ply of the Fort, Wayne nnd Wabash 
Valley Traction company which grant- 
ed a wage Increase of one cent an 
hour beginning January 1, Instead of 
•n advance approximating four cent:: 
•n hour asked In a petition submitted 
by the car men In October. 


While a considerable number of the 


men have Indicated that they arc con- 
tent with the wage iWvance granted, 
there Is still 
nalrt to exist a feeling 


that the company should have at least 
indicated its willingness to try the 
nine-hour day system, which was re- 
quested by the employes along with 
the wage Increase. Then men, how- 
ever, decline to talk for publication 
regarding the meeting which was Held 
early today.

It was reported before the United

Reforming the saloon is. one would 


suppose, about the last work a brewer 
would engage in; and It Is usually as- 
sumed that If a liquor manufacturer 
took sides in any Issue between the sa- 
loons and the guardians of law and or- 
der. It would not be the contra-saloon 
side Yet In point of fact, the Ohio re- 
port is fairly typical ot what we find 
everywhere 
In recent years. 
The 


brewer Is putting forward his claim to 


respectability, urging his standing as 
a friend of law aand order and tem- 
perance In all things. His argument is 
that he makes n mild beverage, little 
likely to intoxicate, and that his posi- 
tion is fundamentally opposed to that 
of the distiller. 


The fallacy of this argument would 


be easy enough to slicnv, but the 'fact 
that It Is made—the fact that the 
brewers often, as !n the case Just 
cited, seriously attempt to aid In the 
enforcement of laws regulating 
sa- 


loons—Is, It seems to me. about the 
most cogent and convincing piece of 
testimony to the progress of the water 
wagon that could possibly be adduced. 
Their efforts to reform the saloon are 
tacit, but convincing evidence of their 
belief that matters have reached « 
pass where the saloon must be re- 
formed or soon find Itself loKlslated out 
ot existence.

CANADA'S SAVINGS SYSTEMS. 


Two Distinct Kindn Ar» Maintained by 


the Dominion Government. 


(Washington Post.) 


"The establishment'of the system o£ 


postal savings bunks In this country 
gives a greater Interest to the plan 
In vogue In Canada," said Kermode 
Gill, ot Cleveland, at the New Wlllard. 
"Tho dominion maintains two distinct 
systems of savings banks. One Is op- 
erated by the postofflce department and 
the other by the department of finance. 
The postofflce 
department not only 


token care of the savings accounts of 
depositors, but It also goes Into the In- 
aurance Bold far enough to sell annui- 
ties and old age pensions. 


"A 10 per cent, gold reserve is set 


iside by the government against the 
savings deposits, but no other assets 
are employed for their security. 
The 


money which comes In through each of 
the two savings bank systems is re- 
garded as a popular loan, and Is used 
for the general expenses of the gov- 


ernment. Last year the government's 
savings banks received about $60.000,- 
000 In deposits. Of this amount nearly 
$60,000,000 came through the postolHce 
banks. 


"The government does not attempt 


to compete with the chartered banks, 
which offer much better facilities to 
the average depositor. 
It has been 


discovered that the bulk of the deposits 
In the government's Banks Is from the 
savings of persons who have never 
been accustomed to use banks and who 
are suspicious of oven the chartered 
Institutions. 
Canadian business men, 


for the most part, believe that the op- 
eration of the government banks has 
not Interfered to any appreciable ex- 
tent with the independent institutions."

When Napoleon in. learned of Do 


Rudio's escape -from death he was 
furious. 
He and the empress had a 


violent quarrel. Had it been possible 
for him to do so legally the emperor 
would have ordered De Rudio sent 
back to the scaffold, but he could not. 
But De Rudio had only a short gleam 
of hope. He was tried once more and 
again was condemned to die. By this 
time the emperor's wrath had cooled 
and the tears of the empress were too 
much for him. so he commuted the 
sentenca to life Imprisonment In one 
of France's penal settlements. 
There 


De Rudio spent more than five years, 
and then by taking advantage of a 
series of queer happenings he managed 
to escape and make his way'.to Ameri- 
ca. 


Joined Union Army as Private, 


The north and south were at war 


when he reached the United States. 
Hejoined Company A of the Seventy- 
ninth New York volunteers as a pri- 
vate, fought under Grant and other 
great commanders, and when he was 
mustered out in 1865 he was second 
lieutenant of the Second United States 
infantry. 
In August, 1867, he joined 


the regular army and was appointed 
second lieutenant of infantry.

years la,ter he was assigned to the 
Seventh cavalry, and under Custer saw 
lots of Indian fighting.

more 


than ten years he was on the frontier, 
'aw men in the army saw more 'hard 


service in those stirring days than did 
"Rudy," as the dashing officer was af- 
fectionately called by his brothers in 
arms. 


In 1876 De Rudio was with Ouster's 


command that was massacred at tho 
Little Big Horn. 


Rescued from Hostile Indians, 


Sent off on 'a scouting expedition 


just before Custer drove blindly into 
the ambush set for him by the Indians, 
De Rudio and fifteen of his men were 
surrounded in a thicket by more than 
300 Indians. 


For two days and two nights they 


were without food 
or water 
before 


they were rescued by three troops of 
cavalry. 


For twenty years after the battle of 


the. Little Big Horn De Rudio served 
in the army of the United States. He 
was retired in ISrtll and in 1904 was 
made a major on the retired list. 


Of all the historical characters with 


whom lii.s life was Interwoven only one 
remains. 
Napoleon III. is dead, Maz- 


i-.ini is dead. Ouster and the others are 
gone. 
But ICugenlc, the empress who 


saved him. lives.
